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9. A manufacturing process of a liquid crystal display having a structure described in 
[any of claims 1 to 5] claim 1 comprising: 

a step of irradiating only said seal resin applied portion with the ultraviolet rays to harden 
the seal resin applied for adhering the overlapped first and second substrates to each other. 

12. A manufacturing process of a liquid crystal display having a structure described in 
[any of claims 1 to 5] claim 1 comprising: 

a step of performing a heat treatment, after the irradiation with the ultraviolet rays using a 
process [described in any of claims 6 to 1 1,] comprising a step of hardening a seal resin of 
ultraviolet ray hardening type applied for adhering a first substrate and a second substrate by 
irradiating two surfaces of the overlapped first and second substrates with ultraviolet rays using a 
seal resin of ultraviolet ray reaction inducing and thermosetting type as a seal resin for adhering 
the first substrate and the second substrate, instead of the seal resin of ultraviolet ray hardening 
type. 
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
